According to Bert Powell it is 
tragically true that many of theso 
accumulations could be turned into magni- 
fioent collections if only a littlo time, 


care and ingenuity would be put into them, 


Those of our readers who saw Bart's 
collection of Air Mail Etiquettos on dis- 
play in our booth at the Hobby Shaw, will 
know whet he means. Each page is con- 
fined to a single airline. On seach page, 
a beautiful illustration of one of that 
Sirline's ships is shown. A short 
history of the company is also inserted 
in hand lettering. Differences in size, 
shading and design of the etiquettes are 
carefully noted, 


The total effect is stunning. Page 
after fascination page unfolds, reveal-~ 
ing an elaborate but not gaudy, prasenta- 
tion of the matefieal, a genuinely era- 
ative accomplishment. 


Anyone may start a true collection 
at any time. Fancy equipment is unneces~ 
sary. The International Poster Stamp 
Altum is ideal. Stamps, labels or 
etiquattss, each item should be handled 
with tweezers, mounted with glassine 
hinges and neatly organized. The collec- 
tor should attempt to get a complete 
coverage of one or two kinds of stamps

PROMOTION: 
Comneceicuwts newspapers and displays in 
storas. The object of the campaign was 
to raisa money for recreational purposes. 
The State appropriated only one dollar 
for this promotion so it was necessary 
to produce this campaign entirely on 
oradit. This was accomplished by getting 
advances orders and then obtaining credit 
from a printer on the strength of these 
orders. Large companies, retail dealers, 
etc. made it a practice to use these 
Poster Stamps on all out-going mail.

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Many out-of-state newspapers, after the 
campsign was well under way cooperated 
by running feature articles on the 
series and the results the series were 
accomplishinge 

The first set was given to the Governor 
of the State, the second set to the 
President of the United States and the 
third set to the Postmaster General of 
the United States. 


RESULTS; 
two-fold: 


Results accomplished were 


(A) Advertising by Poster 
Stamps attracted many tourists and 
travelers so that during the ensuing 
months there was a noticeable increase 
in gasoline and oil sales, hotel and 
resort business, otce 


(B) The amount of money raised 
from the sale of stamps was remarkable. 
Total amount raised is said to have 
approached the six figure mark. Sales- 
men met very little resistance in sell- 
ing large quantities of the Poster Stamps 
to merchants and manufacturers (also re~ 
sorts, hotels, bus lines, etc.) and their 
average daily sales were about $300.00 
per mana
